Family pays tribute after fatal road crash 


A FAMILY have paid tribute to a Leigh man 
who was a passenger in silver BMW coupe 
that collided with a telegraph pole. 

Oliver King, 22, suffered fatal injuries fol¬ 
lowing the crash on Hockley Road, Rayleigh, 
during the early hours of Sunday, January 25. 

Oliver's mother Jackie said: “He used to 
protect me all the time and I will miss that. 

“He was a very handsome man but he was 
my baby first. He was a beautiful person 
with a very witty and great sense of 
humour.” 

Oliver was bom in Rochford Hospital and 
was a pupil at Westleigh School, in Leigh, 
and King John senior school, in Benfleet. 

He studied IT at South East College and 
was accepted into university at Anglia 
Ruskin, where he also studied IT. 

He completed a year of the course before 
taking a temporary job working in construc¬ 
tion with Hilton Homes, in Rayleigh. 

A statement from his family told how 
much he enjoyed his job. 

He also liked working out in the gym. 

The statement read: “Apart from the gym 
he loved spending time with his family as he 
was very family orientated. 

“He was very protective of his mum. He 
was an only child and he adored his mum 
and dad. 

“When he was young he loved playing 
rugby and played for Westcliff and then 
went on to play for Southend rugby club.” 


Oliver was passionate about cars, and had 
been on 'car experiences' where he drove an 
Aston Martin, Ferrari and a Jenson. 

The statement continued: “His main goal 
in life was to be well off so that he could buy 
a big house and look after his mum. 

“He had lots of friends and went socialis¬ 
ing in Rayleigh and Leigh. 

“He loved children and his cats Amie and 
Brucey, and he loved life.” 

His mum added: “He had a big heart for 
everyone and I shall miss him so much. 

“The whole family adored him and he will 
be greatly missed. 

“He was taken too soon, I have a broken 
heart that I will have to live with for the rest 
of my days.” 

• POLICE have appealed for witnesses to 
the collision. 

Two girls, aged 17 and 18 from the 
Hockley were also taken to hospital and 
treated for minor injuries. 

A 31 year old man from Rochford was 
arrested on suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving, but was later released 
without charge on police bail until May 21. 

The vehicle was heading towards Hockley 
from Rayleigh when the collision happened.

CASH BOOST 
TO CREATE 
7,000 JOBS 


A £3.2m funding boost from cen¬ 
tral Government to generate 7,000 
jobs around the Southend Airport 
area has been agreed by central 
Government. 

Both Southend Council and 
Rochford Council adopted the 
London Environs Joint Area Action 
Plan (JAAP) in December 2014. 

Leader of Southend Council Ron 
Woodley, welcomed the funding 
announcement. 

Mr Woodley said: “Our ambitious 
plans with Rochford to generate 
thousands of new jobs in attractive, 
modern business parks in the area 
around Southend Airport are cru¬ 


cial to the area's future prosperity. 

“We're delighted that 
Government has now agreed con¬ 
tribute £3.2m towards this project, 
which will allow us to progress our 
plans further and help fund the 
major investment in highways and 
infrastructure that will be needed to 
make the business parks a reality. 

“We have a strong track record 
for working with both public and 
private sector partners to deliver 
major developments - not least of 
which was enabling Southend 
Airport to transform from an 
airstrip for light aircraft into an 
international airport with direct rail 


links to the capital and passenger 
numbers now topping a million. 

“We now look forward to working 
with Rochford and the private sec¬ 
tor to build upon this record.” 

Deputy leader of Rochford 
Council and joint chairman of the 
JAAP committee, Keith Hudson said 
he was pleased with the funding. Mr 
Hudson said: “This clearly demon¬ 
strates their recognition of its impor¬ 
tance to our local economy. 

“The Joint Area Action Plan for the 
airport and surrounding area will 
facilitate employment opportunities 
for local people, with 7,000 jobs to 
be created, and include many oppor¬ 


tunities for apprenticeships. 

“We now need to press ahead with 
these improvements, which will pro¬ 
vide long term economic growth and 
prosperity in our district.” 

In November last year, Southend 
Council announced it had selected 
Henry Boot Developments Ltd, as 
its preferred development partner. 

The authority will now work with 
the company to refine the master- 
plan for the area, with the intention 
of submitting an outline planning 
application to Rochford Council 
this spring. 

Subject to necessary approvals, con¬ 
struction work could start in 2016.

A NEW house which is ready for 
tenants is the first one to be built by 
Southend Council since 1989. 

Construction has been completed 
on the three bedroom, two-storey 
property with off-street parking 
behind 159 Bournemouth Park Road, 
Southend. 

The property has been built to 
Homes and Communities Agency 
space standards, and to Lifetimes 


Homes specification. 

The property in Byron Avenue, 
Southend, was officially opened by 
Southend Mayor, Chris Walker, on 
Wednesday, January 28. 

It is hoped the council will now 
build more homes on land it has 
deemed suitable for development in 
Shoebury. 

The properties will be classed as 
affordable housing and are in the 


process of being finalised. 

Councillor for adult social care, 
health and housing, David Norman 
said the authority was pleased to see 
the project completed and ready for 
its first tenants. 

Mr Norman said: “It is the result of 
a review of council-owned land in 
the borough, as part of our commit¬ 
ment to provide affordable homes for 
residents. We have used this as a pilot 


scheme so we hope it will be the first 
of many. We very much need to 
increase the borough’s stock of 
affordable housing. 

“We are intending to start building 
more homes on council land in 
Shoebury later this year. 

“In addition we are now actively 
considering further sites for the 
building of council homes elsewhere 
in the borough.”

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Volunteers promote healthy living 


VOLUNTEERS from the 
Turning Tides project have visit¬ 
ed more than 2,000 households 
in Westcliff as part of a cam¬ 
paign to reduce pressure on the 
borough's health services. 

The project funded by NHS 
Southend Clinical 

Commissioning Group (CCG) 
aims to give residents informa¬ 
tion about local community 
services, GPs and pharmacists 
and alternatives to the hospi¬ 
tal's A&E department. 

Health questionnaires were 
completed by 350 households 


showing a quarter were not 
aware of the NHS 111 line. 

Melanie Craig, acting 
accountable officer at NHS 
Southend CCG said the body 
had been working hard to raise 
awareness of the alternatives to 
A&E. 

She said: “There is still work 
to do and the team at the CCG 
will continue to promote this 
campaign.” 

The Turning Tides project is 
one of more than 20 funded 
projects by the NHS Southend 
CCG to help health systems in 


the borough cope with 
increased demand over the 
winter. 

Team manager Anthony 
Quinn said: “We've knocked 
on thousands of doors and have 
been able to explain to resi¬ 
dents, face to face, the health 
services available in their own 
area which can help them if 
they fall ill over the winter. 

“Residents in Westcliff have 
been extremely positive on the 
door step, and we are now 
starting the second phase of the 
project in Chalkwell.”

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Hospital 'I 
bosses get 
back to 
basic

EXECUTIVES at Southend Hospital 
will be getting back to the basics on 
wards alongside front line staff 

Each fortnight every member of the 
executive team will spend two hours 
working with staff to see how the work 
links into the trust's values - everybody 
matters, everything counts, everyone's 
responsible. 

First out of the blocks has been the 
medical director, Neil Rothnie, who 
spent a couple of hours working with 
porters, who help the smooth running of 
parts of the hospital. 


Neil worked as a hospital porter 40 
years ago and was keen to get stuck in 
and get hands-on experience of a mod¬ 
em porter's role. 

Changing into a polo shirt, he helped 
move some desks in the surgical depart¬ 
ment, transfer a patient from cardiac day 
stay to a ward, as well as learning the 
ropes about the diverse range of jobs 
and challenges porters face. 

Mr Rothnie said the porter's work was 
essential to help the hospital run 
smoothly. 

He said: “It was great for me to see 


how the team works and to recognise the 
pressures that they are under. 

“They are intrinsic to our success, but 
their contribution frequently goes 
unrecognised.” 

During the exercise Neil discovered 
that putting on the polo shirt created a 
sense of anonymity often passing col¬ 
leagues in the corridor who no longer 
recognised him. 

A lesson from the task was all staff 
needed to develop a mutual understand¬ 
ing and to recognise contributions made 
by others and the pressures they face.

Palliative care training 
given to medical staff 


SOUTHEND Hospital has 
launched a scheme to support 
frontline staff who work with 
patients who only have a year left 
to live. 

The Gold Standards Framework 
will see staff taking part in 
improvement training pro¬ 
grammes. 

The project is being managed by 
four wards, Windsor, Rochford, 
Estuary and Benfleet and aims to 
be completed by 2016 with plans 
for it to be extended to the whole 
hospital. 

It will focus on identifying peo¬ 
ple who are reaching the last year 
of life and support them with 


Advance Care Planning. 

This includes identifying treat¬ 
ment, care wishes, and helping 
people to consider making plans 
for their future. 

This will improve the choice and 
experience for patients and their 
families and improve care. 

Wendy Warner, palliative care 
lead nurse said the hospital saw 
end of life care as a core role for 
patients. 

She said: “By identifying people 
entering the last year of life, we can 
work alongside patients and their 
families helping them to make 
decisions and plans for their end of 
life care.”

Shops axe high-strength 
booze to cut drink crime 


SHOPS across Southend are being 
asked to sign up to support a new 
scheme to reduce alcohol-related 
crime and ill-health in the borough. 

Southend Council and Essex Police 
are asking retailers who sell alcohol to 
voluntarily stop stocking cheap, high- 
strength beers and ciders to reduce the 
availability of drinks that cause a 
range of health issues, anti-social 
behaviour and crime. 

The scheme is one of many volun¬ 


tary schemes across the country. 

Two shops have already signed up to 
the scheme and have stopped selling 
beers and ciders of more than six per 
cent alcohol by volume. 

Businesses that sign up will be able 
to display a Reducing the Strength 
window sticker. 

The scheme is part of the Southend 
Public Health Responsibility Deal, in 
which organisations pledge to take 
action to improve the health and well¬ 


being of staff and customers. 

Councillor for community develop¬ 
ment, Ian Gilbert, said: “Alcohol 
plays a big part in ill-health, anti¬ 
social behaviour and crime in 
Southend. We are working with the 
other agencies to reduce the availabil¬ 
ity of cheap, strong beers and ciders 
that fuel some of these problems and 
can cause immense harm to vulnera¬ 
ble people. 

“Alcohol-related disorder increases 


fear of crime and that creates an 
unpleasant environment for every¬ 
one.” 

Mr Singh, manager of Harpans 
Express, in Queens Road, who has 
already removed cheap high-strength 
alcohol, said he had not seen a dip in 
trade. He added: “We have seen a 
reduction in alcohol-fuelled anti¬ 
social behaviour in the area of our 
premises which has benefited both 
staff and customers alike.”

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TAKE-OFF: Southend Airport 
is to reintroduce controlled 
airspace in April 



Go-ahead for airport’s 
controlled airspace 


THE go-ahead has been given to reintroduce 
controlled airspace at Southend Airport. 

The Civil Aviation Authority announced the 
move last Wednesday which will safeguard air¬ 
craft on approach and departure from the airport 
and minimise environmental impacts. 

The controlled airspace will come into effect 
from Thursday, April 2. 

Southend Airport had controlled airspace up 
until 1993, when it was removed following a 
reduction in scheduled services using the air¬ 
port. Temporary controlled airspace was also in 
operation at the airport in the summer of 2012 
during the London Olympic Games. 

Controlled airspace is a defined area around 
the airport where any aircraft must communicate 
with air traffic control. 

Mr Ivey said: “Controlled airspace safeguards 
aircraft when they are approaching and depart¬ 
ing the airport. 

“Improving our efficiency by getting aircraft 
in and out of the airport without alterations and 
delays will also minimise the impact the airport 


has on the local community and is better for the 
environment. 

“Now that we have around one million passen¬ 
gers a year using the airport, a similar level to 
when controlled airspace was previously in 
operation. 

“The re-establishment of controlled airspace 
around Southend Airport is timely and welcome 
news.” 

The application to introduce controlled air¬ 
space was one of the commitments the airport 
made to local councils and community groups as 
part of the airport’s redevelopment after being 
bought by the Stobart Group in 2008. 

With no controlled airspace aircraft were per¬ 
mitted to come within 2.5miles and 2,000ft of 
the airport without having to talk to aircraft con¬ 
trollers, which can lead to unplanned alterations 
to an aircraft’s track and possible delays in the 
arrival and departure of scheduled aircraft. 

Jason Ivey, Southend Airport operation direc¬ 
tor, said safety and security were the number one 
priority.

A. In an ideal 

world, it shouldn’t be. 

After all, simple logic 
would suggest that a 
property that has been 
fully underpinned 

(assuming the work 
was done properly, of 
course) should actually 
be a safer bet than the 
one next door which 
hasn’t! Sadly, however, 
that’s not the way it tends to work. 

One of the problems with this issue is that 
a lot of underpinning done in the past was 
only partial, or not done particularly well. 
As a result, there can be a genuine risk of 
further movement. Consequently, no-one 
should seriously consider buying any 
underpinned property without first - at a 
bare minimum - having a full structural 
survey done. 

However, the real problem comes - you’ve 
guessed it - with the issue of buildings 
insurance. 

Needless to say, while it isn’t completely 
impossible to buy insurance for an 
underpinned property - at least, not as a 
general rule - it will almost certainly be

quite expensive. At the 
same time, your choice 
may be limited. Thanks 
to an industry agreement 
designed to ensure 
continuity of cover for 
homes that have had to 
be underpinned, many 
companies will only 
insure such properties if 
the original claim was 
made under one of their 
own policies. 

Consequently, it’s not 
very easy to shop 
around. Either way, 
however, both the 
premium and the excess 
will be considerably 
higher than they would 
otherwise be. 

This need not necessarily bother you - 
particularly if, as you say, the property is 
very much to your liking, and you yourself 
can easily afford the cost of insurance 
cover. Ditto, of course, if you aren’t 
planning to move house again any time 
soon. Ctherwise, the risk you always run in 
buying a previously underpinned house is 
that if and when you come to sell it again, 
the cost of insurance will put off 
prospective buyers, or cause them to 
substantially reduce their offers. 

All in all then, I would advise you to proceed 
very carefully. After all, notwithstanding the 
recovery in the market that we have seen 
over the last 12 months or so, things are not 
yet so crazy that you should feel the need 
to rush into anything.

SELMA (12A, 128 mins) 

M ore than 45 years 
after the assassination 
of Martin Luther King 
Jr, direotor Ava DuVernay 
honours the memory of the 
leader of the U.S. Civil Rights 
Movement with this impas¬ 
sioned biopio. 

While there are lingering 
doubts about the historioal 
aoouraoy of Selma, the 
emotional wallop the film 
delivers is beyond question.

A CUVIER'S dwarf caiman, 
black tip reef sharks and 
even an albino lobster reside 
on the coast at Southend, under 
the roof of its fantastic Sea Life 
Adventure aquarium. 

They are just some of the latest 
additions that now call the aquari¬ 
um their home, along with a wide 
range of other sea life from all over 
the world. 

There are more than 40 attrac¬ 
tions at Sea Life Adventure, each of 
which are home to a variety of fish 
and other creatures, from just some 
of the 120 species of fish that have 
been found in the Thames Estuary, 
housed in its Ocean Planet attrac¬ 
tion, to piranhas and over delights 
from further afield in its HMS Sub 
Tropical area. 

It's Cuvier's dwarf caiman, now 
named Gizmo thanks to 11 -year- 
old Canvey Island youngster 
Gemma McArthur's winning sug¬ 
gestion, has been at the centre 
since November last year, after 
arriving as part of a swap arrange¬ 
ment between Crocodiles of the 
World in Oxfordshire, when the Sea 
Life Adventure's morelet's crocodile 
called Steak became too big for his 
tank. The 60 centimetre long two- 
year-old will eventually grow to 
around 1.5 metres, or just over 5ft, 


when he reaches full maturity, 
almost as long as the centre's 
newest black tip reef shark is 
expected to reach. 

After becoming too big for its tank 
at St Andrews Aquarium in Fife, 
Domino went on a 12-hour journey, 
also in November last year, in a 
special transportation pod, to join 
the Southend centre's other black 
tip reef sharks in the centre's coral- 
filled depths Deepwater World, 
which you can walk under through 
a viewing tunnel. While Domino is 
currently the baby of the bunch, at 
a metre-long, it is expected to dou¬ 
ble in size and reach up to 6ft. 

Among the rarest and most 
unusual residents at the aquarium 
is its albino lobster, which was 
caught off the Dorset coast last 
summer, before arriving at the 
aquarium and being given the 
name of Claude White by a retired 
police officer from Westcliff. 

The centre, which was built in the 
early 90s and opened as an aquari¬ 
um in 1993, houses a variety of dif¬ 
ferent sections including Turtle Bay 
where you will find its seahorses, a 


Ray Bay where you will find a num¬ 
ber of different species of ray, and 
Sea Cavern where you can find 
creatures from the depths of the 
sea including wolf fish and the less¬ 
er weaver fish which hides in the 
sand to watch for its prey. 

See starfish and other creatures 
that reside in the rockpool, as well 
as displays of whale bones and 
shells, and take a look in 
Conservation Adventure, home to 
axolotls - salamanders that look 
remarkably like fish with legs - as 
well as the aquarium's sea nursery 
which looks after sick fish as well 
as the aquarium's babies. 

If you are looking for something 
slippery and slimy, or creepy and 
crawly, then spot the reptiles and 
spiders in the Crawl Wall and Scale 
Trail sections, and don't forget to 
visit Gizmo in the Crocs and Frogs 
section and enjoy the many talks 
on offer in different areas of the 
centre throughout the day.

SOUTHEND United boss Phil Brown 
admitted his side had ridden their luck 
after Shaquile Coulthirst’s late penalty 
settled this contest and earned the 
Shrimpers three priceless points 
against a spirited York City outfit. 

Blues went into this clash in good 
shape following back-to-back away 
successes at Oxford and Portsmouth 
and boosted by the news that Charlton 
loanee Joe Pigott had agreed to extend 
his stay until the end of the season. 

However, Southend were mindful 
that they had failed to find the net in 
each of their last three Roots Hall 
outings and hadn’t tasted victory at 
home since late November. 

Russ Wilcox’s Minstermen 
arrived without a win in four and 
just a point above the drop zone. 

On a snowy afternoon, it was the 
visitors who created the first open¬ 
ing, Josh Carson's low effort was 
hacked away by Ryan Leonard after 
Southend had failed to properly deal 
with a short corner routine. At 
the other end. Will Atkinson's centre 
just eluded Pigott as Southend 
looked for an early breakthrough. 

But it was York who were looking 
the more likely. Blues goalkeeper 
Daniel Bentley had to be on his toes 
to thwart speculative efforts from 
Luke Summerfield and Emile Sin¬ 
clair, while Russ Penn passed up a 
glorious opportunity, heading wide 
when it seemed easier to score. 

Blues were making little headway 
as the visitors continued to dominate. 
Bentley did well to twice deny Jake 
Hyde, whil e Southend finally regis¬ 
tered a worthy attempt when Pigott’s 
low drive forced York keeper Bobby 
Olejnik into a save low to his left. 

As the half drew to a close, Michael 
Ti mlin was in the right place at the 
right time to head Keith Lowe’s goal-

bound effort off the line. 

Southend emerged for the second 
period with a flea in their ear, and 
immediately looked a rejuvenated 
unit. Olejnik did well to palm away 
Timlin’s deflected effort, while Pig¬ 
ott’s header was just off target. 

Blues continued to press, again 
Olejnik earned his corn, firstly sav¬ 
ing from the menacing Pigott and 
then substitute Myles Weston. 

Bentley did well to field from Sin¬ 
clair, but it was the home side now 
asking he sterner questions. Olejnik 
saved from Kevan Hurst, while Pig¬ 
ott and Shaquile Coulthirst were 
both just off-target as Southend 
turned the screw. 

The game had become scrappy, with 
both sides surrendering possession 
with alarming ease, another scoreless 
afternoon looked on the cards. 

However, with just three minutes 
remaining Southend were handed a 
glorious opportunity to end their 
home goal famine. 

Brad Halliday’s challenge on Pig¬ 
ott was clumsy, giving referee Dar¬ 


ren Sheldrake little option other 
than to point to the spot. 

Substitute Shaquille Coulthirst 
stepped up to confidently dispatch 
the resulting penalty, sending Ole¬ 
jnik the wrong way and Roots Hall 
into raptures in the process. 

York rallied late on but Southend 
resolutely held firm to record a third 
successive victory, to keep the pres¬ 
sure on the teams occupying the 
automatic promotion places. 

After the game a relieved Phil 
Brown said: “It was a relief at half¬ 
time going in at 0-0 because York 
showed what a decent side they are.” 

Brown continued: “Russ (Wilcox) 
has a job on his hands. He’s putting 
enough into the game to win it and 
not getting what he deserves. 

“We didn’t deserve to win the 
game. It’s the first time since I’ve 
been at the football club where 
we’ve played ugly and won. 

“I don’t know if I put them under 
pressure before the game, but the 
first half performance wasn’t accept¬ 
able. The second half we got it going

a little bit, and when the subs came 
on they made a massive impact, none 
more so than Shaquile Coulthirst.” 

Match winner Coulthirst said; “It 
was a big relief. We’ve been doing 
well away from home, I thought we 
needed to get a win to show what 
we’re really about.” .
